House Refuses to Assure No 
Canvass of Stevenson Vote; 
Senate Adjourns. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 7.—A dead- 
lock of legislation in the Illinois General 
Assembly and the indefinite postpone- 
ment of the inauguration of Governor 
Deneen came with surprising suddén- 
ness today. Until the vote of the last 


election ‘has been canvassed by a joint. 


session, there can be no legislation and 
no inauguration. 

This condition came about this morn- 
ing when ~the Senate blocked the 
schemes of the House Democrats and 
Shurtleff Republicans to recount the 
vote on Governor by referring to a com- 
mittee the House joint resolution for 
a joint session of the two houses to can- 
vas the vote of the last election. 

The Senate’s action effectually stops 
legislation and puts off the inaugura- 
tion indefinitely. ‘The Senate has sent 

notieé that it will nét meet in joint ses- 
si6n. With the House to canvass the 
vote until it is assured that no petition 
for a recount is sprung during the joint 
session. 

The Constitution. provides that the 
first business of the Assembly after 
permanent inauguration shall be the 
canvassing of the vote by joint ses- 
‘sion. A petition for regount of the vote 
can be made only at a joint session. As 
a joint session for the consideration of

Peon numerous counties reports have 
come of thé methods pursued by the 
“gid gang’ to carry the State for 
Stone. Perhaps the most serious charge 
in the eyes of the Democratic leaders 
ia that agents of the Democratic State 
Committee were used to solicit aid for 
the Stone candidacy. 

Beaten by Machines, 


In St. Louls and Kansas City, which 
Stone carried by 23,000 majority, the 
same political machines ‘which beat 
Dave Ball for the Démocratic nomina- 
tion for Governor were used to crush 
the Folk candidacy for Senator. Ball 
carried 79 counties, Folk 76, yet both 
were counted out in the large cities. 

Facts have come to light showing that 
in the downtown St. Louis wards the 
Democratic judges counted the Demo- 
cratic ballots for Senator, and likewise 
the Republican officials supervised the 
yete of the senatorial candidates of their 
party. 2 

It became known in the closing days 
of the campaign that the Damocratic 
‘gang’ organization under the leadership 
of the Kinney-Miles-Daley combination 
had decided to knife Folk in every pos- 
sible way. | 

Justice of the Peace “Jimmy” Miles, 
with William J. (Boots) Brennan, mem- 
per of the House of Delegates, controls 
the Third and Sixteenth Wards, claimed 
a grievance because the Governor re- 
fused to interfere with the selections 
made by the Blection Commissioners for 
judges and clerks of election in the river 
wards. 

Miles Called on Folk. 


Gov. Folk admitted to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that Miles came to Jef- 
ferson City to induce him to veto the 
work of the Bilection Board. “I told 
Miles,’’ said the Governor, “that I would 
not interfere under any circumstances.” 

How well the gang forces carried out 
their implied threats of vengeance was 
shown in the returns from the Third, 
Fourth and Sixteenth wards. ‘Nine 
thousand Democrats in St. Louis who 
were recorded as voting for Bryan and 
the Democratic State ticket are not re- 
corded as having voted for either mae’ 
ater Stone or Gov. Folk. ‘ 

In the river wards, however, the full 
Democratic vote practically was polled 
for every candidate from United States 
Senator to ward committeeman. 

The Third Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward was particularly noticeable. Sen- 
ator Stone got the entire Democratic 
vote of this precinct, 300, for United 
States Senator, while Kerens end Mc- 
Kinley, Republican candidates for the 
senatorial nomination, received eight 
yotes each. Not ene was recorded for 
Folk, 

The Voting in St. Lowis. 

In the Second Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward Senator Stone and the other Dem- 
ocratic candidates on the State ticke* 
received approximately 111 vetes each, 
while 57 were'cast for all of the Repub- 
lican candidates for all offices. The 
Fourth Precinct of the Fifteenth Ward 
showed a uniform Democratic vete of 
2%. The Seventh Precinct of the Six- 
teenth Ward gave a Democratic vote of 
2i5 and a Republican vete of 90 through- 
out. 

Although the river wards voted solidly 
on the fate of returns for the senatoria! 
candidate, the big residence wards failed 
by 20 per cent to cast a complete vote 
for Senator. 

In the First Ward, the Democratic vote 
for Senator fell short 653 votes; Tenth 
Ward, 181; Bleventh, 299; Twelfth, 279; 
Nineteenth, 20; Twenty-fourth, 1%; 
Twenty-fifth, 178; Twenty-seventh, 5658, 
and Twenty-eighth, 68. 

Gov. Folk’s friends have charged that 
he was deprived of the senatorial nomi- 
nation by the judges and clerks in vari- 
ous counties failing to count ballots 
which were scratched, that a country 
voter lost his ballot if he substituted 
the name of a Republican for any of the 
Democratic candidates on the Demo- 
cratic ballot. The assertion has been 
made by political leaders that many of 
these rejected ballots contained votes 
enough to have nominated Folk if they 
had been counted. 


Thousands of Votes Not Counted. 

The Folk Heutenants have produced 
circular letters to show that the judges 
and clerks were acting under instruc- 
tions from the County Chairman, who 
told them to ¢ount onty straight Demo- 
cratic ballots. At least 20,000 ballots 
are said to have been taken away from 
Folk by this system of computing the 
senatorial vote. 

If an investigation of the senatorial 
primary is ordered, the St. Louis returns 
will be sifted to the bottom. 

Senator Stone is itn personal charge 
of his senatorial campaign forces. He 
passes the greater part of his time in 
the lobby of the Madison Hotel. Hourly 
seances are in progress with his lieu- 
tenants in the House and Senate. Occa- 
sionally an ex-officeholder comes along 
with a word of cheer. 

Stone’s attitude toward ‘the old 
guard” followets is one of fatherly af- 
fection.

“Let there be no faltering in the fight 
for these principles.’’ 

Discussing the disposition to look 
to the general government instead of 
to the states to right wrong, he says: 

“Missouri has taught that a State 
has full power to do the things that 
should be done and that a State can 
enforce laws agai@st those of great 
riches and influence. 


Missouri Enforcing State’s Rights. 

“The State laws of Missouri are to- 
day enforced more thoroughly than the 
Federal laws are. In teaching this les- 
son. Missouri has breathed a new force 
into the doctrine of State’s rights that 
does not mean 80 much the right to 
prevent the Federal Government from 
doing things as the right of the States 
to do things themselves,’’ 

Regarding the attitude of Missouri to- 
ward corporations, Gov. Folk says: 

‘Missouri has taken the lead of all 
the states in teaching that no interest 
or corporation can be so powerful as 
to be above the law. 

“The endeavor has been to teach liq- 
uor interests that they must obey the 


law just Like anyone. else; 


the gam. 
blers have been made to realize that 


‘the statutes of the State apply to them 


as well as to the pickpocket; great cor- 
porations have been taught that the 
laws of Missouri are made to be obeyed 
~—not ignored. 

“There should be no abandonment of 
this position, but a constant pressing 
forward against those of high and low 
egree who would nullify the statutes 
of the State.” 


State in a New Era. 

The Governor also describes the 
State’s material progress. “Missouri,"’ 
he says, “has entered a new era of 
development. 
has felt the throb of progress.’’ 

He describes the State’s resources 
from apples, hens and hogs to minerals 
and farming lands. He tells what the 
State boards are doing to foster the 
various industries and teach farmers 
how to make the most of their lands.

COMPARED WITH 1874 


Very Like in Some Respects, 
Widely Different in 
Others. 


NEW YORK, Jan. ’—With the end- 
ing. of 1908 there passes into financial 
history a very curious financial year, 
ecncerning whose true relation, both to 
the years which preceded it and to those 


| that will follow it, nébody can at, the 
|moment speak with assurance, The year 
'has witnessed substantial recovery; it 
‘is not wholly easy, however, to deter- 
mine whether that recovery has or has 
‘not been more rapid than is usual in 
the twelvemonth following a panic. 

There is, for instance, the famillar 
test of iron production. Rise in the 
weekly output from 232,652 tons, at the 
opening of last January—the low level 
of reaction-—to 381,102 at the beginning 
of the present month, shows how wé 
have regained lost ground this year. 
But from the 73,8, weekly output 
which, on Oct. 1, 1893," marked the nadir 
of that trade reaction, production had 
got back by the last month of 1894 to 
168,762. That was a much larger ratio 
of recovery than this year’s; yet 18% 
ig classed in financial history as a peri- 
)OG of slow recovery. 

Not Equal te 1894 Gain. 

At the end of 18%, production was 8 
per cent of the previous year’s best rec- 
lord, But the above-stated weekly out- 
put at/ the beginning of December fs 
only 72 per cent of the 628,170 tons which 
the foundries turted out weekly in July, 
1907. 

In all comparisons between the last 
twelvemonth and tue years which im- 
mediately followed the two great panics 
prior to 1907, it must be remembered 
that volume of trade had been slowly 
diminishing for some considerable time 
before the panic of 183. On the other 
hand, the panic of 1873 witnessed a sud- 
den plunge of industry, directly from a 
pinnacle of unparalleled activity and 
high prices. 

In this: respect, 1907 resembles 1873; one 
might expect, thereforé, to find the an- 
alogy between those two after-panic 
periods more exact. And, in fact, there 
have been many close analogies. To 
which of the two years, 1874 or 1907, 
would the reader suppose the following 
description to apply? 

. Rebound From Depression. 

“Having passed through the extraor- 
dinary crisis, there was a general re- 
bound from the previous depression, and 
an expectation of renewed buoyancy in 
business affairs, which was not really 
warranted by the facts of the case. 
This general anticipation of a rapid and 
pohpcesgien recuperation from the effects

“Ralilroac earnings showed in most 
cases a materia! falling off as compared 
with previous years, so far as their gross 
receipts were concerned, but a great 
economy in working expenses, which 
qnade net earnings of a number of prom:- 
inent lines equal to, or greater than, 
those of the preceding year. * * * 
Prices of dividend-paying stocks were 
well maintained, particularly in the last 
half of the year.” 

Story of 1874, 

This citation, which se closely de- 
scribes the events of 1903, is taken from 
the Financial Chronicle of Jan. 9, 1876, 
in its review of the year just ended. It 
certainly suggests a bit of reflection, as 
to whether, after all, the history of 1908 
has differed so widely fron the history 
of a normal after-panic year. 

There occur in the same review, how- 
éver, one or two passages which do not 
at all describe 1908. Money was rela- 
tively quite as easy then as in the 
present year, and surplus bank reserves 
@s large. But, we are told, “the stock 
market was less agitated by violent 
fluctuations, and less influenced by 
speculative combinations, than for many 
previous years,”’ and as @ consequence, 
“the course of prices was thus left to 
be governed more by natural causes, 
and by the actual! values of the sev- 
eral stocks.” Here is @ contrast which 
may well make the reader pause; it is 
possibly @ key to the characteristio 
events of 1908.

.  Cheneys Remain Buried. 

A party of men under the direction 
of Maj. Landis, the military attache at 
Rome, has been working fof four days 
to extricate the bodies of A. 8. Cheney 
and his wife from ‘the ruins of the 
American Consulate, -The apartment of 
the Cheneys has not been uncovered, 
and many feet of wreckage still remain 
to be removed. 

Bayard Cutting jr., Winthrop Chan- 
ler and Stuart H. Lupton, American 
consular. representatives, are making 
every effort to trace Americans sup- 
posed to have been in the earthquake 
zone at the time of the disaster, but so 
far without success.

The relief parties complain that the 
starving refugees refuse the most nu- 
tritious food and wantonly starve them- 
selves.

MACON, Ga., Jan. 7.—A crowd of 
grief-stricken negrqes consigned an as- 
signment of fine pear trees to a grave 
at Bolingbroke just at dark, thinking 
they were the remains of Tooger Adams,

in Tybee.

In Germany, when they do get 
500 marks, they must pay 50 marks to the agent, leaving 450, and out of these 
they must pay their railway fare and hotel. In America they demand first-class 
tickets and accommodations, because they do not pay for them; in Europe they 
travel third-class, néarly all of them, because they cannot help themselves.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—President 
Reosevelt evened up many an old score 
against the Senate when he openly de- 
fied that august body by declaring that 
Congress had no power to direct the 
head of an executive department. It 

was the most carefully worded and de- 
liberate rap ever given by Mr. Roose- 
yelt to either branch of Congress, 

No President has ever gone @o far as 
to deny that Congress has full and com- 
plete control over every cabinet office. 
Tt has always been held that every of- 
fice created by Congress may be 
abolished at pleasure, and as the crea- 
ture cannot be above the creator, Con- 
gress has perfect justification for giving 
airections to executive heads. 

At the close of his message the Presi- 
dent said: 

“Heads of the executive departments 
are subject to the Constitution and to 
the laws passed by the Congress in 
pursuance of the Constitution, and to 
the directions of the President of the 
United States, but to no other direction 
whatever.” : 

Incident Not Closed,

to instruct a Cabinet officer to dis 
regard a request from the Senate.

Other equally good law- 
yers believe that every executive de- 
partment may be abolished by Congress 
in one day, and consequently the right 
to give directions and instructions is 
inherent. 

The President’s declaration that exec- 
utive heads have any standing under 
the Constitution is ridiculed. Their 
status is determined alone by the va- 
rious acts of Congress creating the of- 
fices, and defining the duties of those 
They have statu- 
tory ana not constitutional rights, it is 
argued. In some instances a resolution 
of Congress calling for information has 
placed a cabinet officer in an embar- 
rassing position, as the disclosure of his 
knowledge would prevent criminal pros- 
ecutions er the consummation of other 
plans.
